This additional funding was requested after 
the proposal was sent in. Multiple Commissioners agreed that artists needed to fit within the 
constraints of the $5,000 initially outlined in the RFP and adjust their budgets accordingly. JH 








mentioned that additional funding to this organization specifically could be seen as showing 
favoritism to a current committee member, as no other applicants for this initiative sit on Arts 
Committee.
